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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat.

Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1, 4-6 and 9-12 (renumbered 1-8) are allowed. 

This is examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The instant invention recites an image reading apparatus comprising: 

a transparent plate for supporting an original thereon; 

a support member for supporting an end portion of the transparent plate at a surface of the 
transparent plate opposite to the original; and 

a movable image reading unit for reading image information of the original, the image 
reading unit including an image sensor for reading image information of the original and a 
regulating member for regulating a distance between the image sensor and the transparent plate, 
wherein the regulating member slides on the surface of the transparent plate opposite to the 
original when the image reading unit moves, 

wherein the support member is provided with a cutout in a moving direction of said 
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movable image reading unit so the regulating member slides with respect to the transparent plate 
when the image unit moves to the end portion of the transparent plate. 

The features identified, in combination with other claim limitations, are neither suggested 
nor discussed by the prior art of record.
